Grant H. Elliott continued on as a teacher and Richard He Magleby was 
transferred from Vernal to assume the principalship. During the summer 
months, prior to the beginning of school, our building was painted and cleaned. 
Brother Irwin Thacker was hired to sand and refinish all desks, repair a few 
broken seats, connect the chairs in the lower room with side boards, repair 
windows so they could be opened for air, fix sliding glass doors so books 
were more accessable etc. The old (always in the way) phone was replaced 
by a new wall type and another extension added in the Sake Presidenty office. 

During the school year we acquired a new typewriter, two projector stands, 
some Old Test. and N.T. film strips with records, and a few maps and teaching 
aids. In the spring we acquired a new record player with the profits from 
the "SEEK" games sold at Xmas time by the Old Test. classes, plus a few new 
records. New rollers were put into our duplicator to keep us and the primary 
sisters from learning any new swear words. It must be handled just about right 
or stensils can easily be ruined. The new rollers made a world of difference. 

The total enrollment included 11) Old Test., 126 New Test., and 63 C.H. 
students for a total of 303. Sixty-three (63) graduated on 22 May 1959.
